Pardons.

The report of the Attorney-General relative to
perdons is now slmost completed. The report
comprehends only those persons included in the
13th exception or $20,000 clause, There will
probably be from 12,900 to 16,000 of this class,
and under olher exceptions there are about sa
many mors, making from 15,000 to 30,000 par-
dons nlrendy issued. Virginia, Alabams, (ieor-
gin, and North Carolina lead the other Southern
Elutes inthe nnmber of those who have received
Executive clemcnoy.

Only & few Tebel officers of high rank have
been pardoned, and harvdly any SBoutherners edu-
eated at West Point, who deserled the United
Btales gervice to enter the Confederate army. It
ig not generally understood that women in the
South owning property require pardon, asud that
a large pumber of this class huve applied for and
received Executive clemency. It may not be
fmproper to state that the property of loyal
Eonthern residents has been restored iu but few
instances.

It was on thie 17th of February that “Seratoh’
was deprived of the privileges which he had basn
enjoying in the prson, It was mot, ho vever, uncil

to him that Lie was suspected of tne foul erime per-

etrated at Noxbury, On that day Warden Hayaes

10'd a conversation with him in respoeet to his past
e amd history, *‘Seratoh’ stated that he eould
rot read or write, 'The warden told him be had
seen bnm reading, The prisoner said ke haalearnvd
10 read mnce ne came to the prison.

The warden askod hum If lie had over boen under
apy other name than that by whelh he was mow
known. “Seratch” answe in the negative, In*
reply to Mrther questions, the prisoner stated that
be bad mever boen im Massachusetis, and know no
one here; that be was in Now York State ull of Jast
May, ard in Cennectiout during the latter part o1
Jute Whero e was the flist part of that month
he refused to tell; and when pressed upen that
point he sald, “w hat has that to de with my belog
i this prison ¥ I kuow what you aro driving at!”
The warden saying fo him that his quesiion was &
proper oxe, “Sermtoh' replied, “1 koow what you
tirnnt.” You thiuk I murdered the Roxbury chil-
dren, ,

The warden fold him that he was suspeoted of that
erime, and that it would be for his own intereat to
show where Le wae during the first part of June. He
aiso told the prisonor that he was iriendly to hiw,
and wonia speud 8100 in enab ing him to gollect the
evidenco ol his whereabouts during the period shich
he had not secounte : ter. The prisoner cast Lis eres
upon (ke floor, sud begam to trémbie vioioutly,
munifesting the most extreme weimtion, and la/keod
in & confused manuer of his whercabouts at all times
except the fiula! firsl part of June.

cise localities, he agnin became confused, maming
one town whioh the ofieers bave not yet beon able
to find in uny gazeticer, and speaking of another
Joea ity as fitioen milvn distant yrom another town
pnknown to the offieers.
